Near the gate of the church yard is the 
grave of Burns’ father. The poet himself 
died and was buried at Dumfries. 

Not far from the old church is the “Auld 
Brig of Doon,” where the witches pulled off 
the tail of Tam O’Shaenter’s mare. In the 
course of our excursion we came next to 

BURNS MONUMENT. 


An enclosare of about an acre’s extent sur- 
rounds the struc.ure, which is a stone build- 
ing, with a circular room on the gronnd- 
floor. In this apartment were deposited va- 
rious articles appropriate to the place, viz : 
Editions of the Foet’s works: a snuff-box, 
made from the wood-work of Alloway 
Kirk ; a portrait of the Poet, etc. The most 
interesting relic is a Bible presented by 
the Pcet to his Highland Mary. By 
the way the mansion-house of Coils- 
field, immortalized by Burns, under the 
name of the Castle of Montgomery, ia the 
quondam residence of Burns’ inammorata, 
above named, who was a dairymaid in the 
house. The humble maiden plighted her 
troth for marriage to the ploughman poet 
Just before the e was to take place 
Mary set forth upon a visit to her relatives 
; Ushire. they met 


stream and 

holding a Bible between them, pronounced a 
vow of eternal constancy. And then poor 
—— upon her visit and never returned; 
and wrote in memory ot her the most 
beautiful lines he ever composed, beginning:

We finished our investigations about noon

HAMILTON PALACE. 

A ride upon the railroad of twenty-five 
minutes brought us to Hamilton, a flourish- 
ing Scotch town of 10,000 inhibitants. Here 
we made application to the Chamberlain to 
visit the Palace of the Duke of Hamilton 
and Brandon, which stands on a plain be- 


tween the town and the river Clyde. The 


front (L write from a descriptive account of 
the palace) is a sbecimen of the enriched 
Corintbian order, with a projecting 
pillared portico, after the style of 
the Temple of Jupiter Stator at 
Rome, 264 feet in length and 60 feet in 
height. The pillars of the portico are twelve 
in number and twenty-four feet high. fully 
ten feet in span and each cut out of a solid 


block of stone. Each of these blocks re-. 


quired thirty horses to draw it to its posi- 
tion. 

The interior is meg Bete: 4 of this noble 
outside appearance, Richly carved ceilings, 
magnifieent works of art, ts, paint- 
ings, gorgeous furniture—all go to make up 
a palace of the first magnitude. The pic- 
ture gallery is 1202 feet long, * 
feet wide and twenty feet hig 
apon each side by porphyry busts of the 
upon yry busts of the 
two first — — Augustus and 
Tiberius Cesar. The other end is filled up 
by a mégnificent door of black marble, the 
pedimenĩs of which is a by porpby- 
ry columns. On the walls are paint 
exquisite execution—principally family por- 

ts. There is, however, one of Rubens 
“Daniel in the Lion’s Den.” 


It would weary my reader ine ibly to 
be bored with a guide-book recapitulation of 
all the many splendid rooms in this magnifi- 
cent palace, or of the gorgeours furniture 
which fills it. I recall one most beautiful 
reg Pa 4 88 ge — Sevres porce- 
1 a, exqu painted, presented to 
a — — of — by the French 
Empress E ie. When it is remembered 
that the smallest cup of this ware costs from 
five to twenty-five dollars, some idea may be 
formed of the value of this table. 

The mausoleum is a monumental structure 
of —_ imitationg, on u small scale, the 
Castle of St. Angeloat Rome. It is circular 
in shape, enclosing a richly ornamented 
Chapel, underneath which lie the remains of 
the present Duke’s father. 

The gardens and grounds sre surpassingly 
beautiful, and of enormous extent. 

And now, perha some reader is com- 
menting upon the happiness of the owner of 
all of this magnificence. “What more,” he 
is asking, can the Duke of Hampton and 
Brandon require to make him, temporally 
speaking, a perfectly happy man!“
